had been discharged for alleged care- 
less handling ot his car.

vote was taken during the earl> morn- 
ing hours Diid wab practically unan- 
imous 
Although the 
walkout had beau 


threatened for 24 hours thousands ot 
factory 
employes 
and 
downtown 


workmen who had depended on the 
street ears were from one to three 
hours late in reporting to work. 


No disorder was in evidence when 


the men took their cars to the barns 
on the final run 
Extia, squads ot 


police were called out, however, and 
steps taken to quell an> disturbance 
which might arise. 
Early the D. U. R. officials refused 


to make anv statement as to what ac- 
tion they would take. They declared. 
however, the men had violated terms 
of their working agreement with the 
company in that they had not first 
submitted their case for arbitration 
The men on the other hand declared 
that the company had repeatedly vio 
lated its side of the \\orkmg agrcp- 
ment and that while the case of thp 
discharged motortnun led directly to 
the strike, other > factors, 
including 


unsatisfactory working conditions in- 
duced them to walk out. 


Peter Whaling, the discharged mo- 


torman, is an officer in the local union 
of Street Railway Employes 


The vote was taken at a meeting of 


more than 1500 carmen, after several 
hours' discussion. Only about 85 -fieg- 
ative ballots were cast. 
Peter Whaling, the motorman 
in 


whose behaif the strike is taken, was 
discharged after his car jumped the 
track, April 23. The executive com- 
mittee of tne emploves' union de- 
manded his reinstatement, 
but 
the 


oflicers of the company declined to 
comply, claiming Whaling was too 
dangerous and 
reckless 
a man to 


handle a car. He had been in the ser- 
vice five years. 


After the meeting the men declared 


Whaling's dismissal was not the only 
factor which impelled them to strike. 
Working conditions, thev said, were 
unsatisfactory and thev had failed in 
attempts to obtain relief 
from 
the 


company.

Decided Advantages Gained

Along the Galtipoli Peninsula

13.—London 
was 


cheered today by the publication of 
a dispatch from lAthens, 
recording 


a decided advance of the British and 
French troops along 
the 
Gallipoli 


peninsula. Some reports even claim- 
ed the occupation of certain heights 
which'would mean that the entire' 


eninsula was under the control of 


invaders. 


At two points on the western line 


of operations offieasive 
movements 


are under way. 
The first, initiated 


by the Germans is against the Brit- 
ish, French and Belgian forces near 
Ypres, while the second is the push- 
ing of French troops against the Ger- 
mans to the north of Arras. 


For the moment, however, 
both 


of these attacks would appear 
to 


have been checked. 


On the Bukowina frontier, Pptro- 


grad reports a brilliant success won 
by the Russian Cossack cavalry over 
the Austrian 
infantry. 
The 
Rus- 


sian horsemen, forcing 
their 
way 


through a series of barbed wire en- 
tanglements, dislodged the Austrians 
frcm three lines of trenches and cap- 
tured 2,000 prisoners, a battery of 
quick-firing guns, 
several 
search- 


lights and a whole string 
of cais- 


sons. 


Riiss-a admits that the 
Austro- 


German offensive is still proceeding 
in Western Galicia 
while 
Vienna 


claims that the Russian retreat is 
fast becoming a rout with the Invad- 
ers sufferng enormous losses. 


The anti-German rioting is dying 


down in England, but it is reported 
as continuing with great violence in 
South Africa. 


The London Dally News, which Is 


a government organ, asserts that the 
cabinet is prepared to order the in- 
ternment of all male arlen enemies 
in Groat Britain, but that women and 
children and naturalized aliens will 
not be interned.

To Germany 


President Put Finishing Touches On Document This Fore* 


noon—Demands Reparation for Violation of American 


Rights In the War Zone and Guarantee That 


Attacks v On Merchantmen Carrying 


Non-Combatants Shall Cease 


FIRM STAND IS TAKEN 
BY 


NATION'S CHIEF EXECUTIVE 


Washington Government Will Spare No Pains to Obtain 


Acquiescence In Its Position—Note Will Be Made 
Public This Evening and Diplomats Are Especially 
Interested In Its Text and Are Prepared to Cable 
Same to Their Governments As Soon As Copies Can 
Be Obtained. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, May 13.—President 


Wilson, during the forenoon today, 
put the finishing touches on the note 
to be dispatched during the day to 
Germany, 
demanding 
guarantees 


that attacks on merchantmen carry- 
ing non-combatants shall end 
and 


for 
reparation 
for 
violations of 


American rights in the war zone. 


The note will not be made public 


here until alter it has been put in 
code which probably will be late to- 
day and when the document has been 
started on its way to iBerlin. 


Few changes are believed to have 


been made in the 
document, 
the 


main principles as outlined to the 
cabinet on Tuesday being maintain- 
ed. While couched in friendly terms 
it is firm. 


It does not say what steps will be 


taken or what course will be pursued 
in the event of an unfavorable re- 
ply, 
but indicates that the 
United 


States will spare no pains, either by 
diplomatic representations or other- 
wise to obtain an acquiescence in its 
position. 


The text of the note was eagerly 


awaited by official Washington. The 
unofficial outlines published 
today, 


increased the anxiety to learn the ex- 
act phraseology 
of the 
document. 


Diplomats were especially interested 
in the text which they were prepared 
to cable to their governments as a 
matter of information as soon 
as 


copies could be obtained. 


It is known positively that 
the 


United States has had no conversa- 
tions either in Washington or in the 
foreign capitals with other 
govern- 


ments concerning the note or 
the 


course, that will be pursued 
should 


Germany refuse to comply. 


In some quarters friendly to Ger- 


many, the impression prevailed that 
the Berlin government 
would 
ac- 


cede to the American demands and 
state its expectation that the United 
States would endeavor to secure the 
unrestricted passage of foodstuffs 
and conditional contraband consigned 
to the civilian population 
of Ger- 


many. 


When the note is finally dispatch- 


ed, to Ambassador Gerard a copy of 
it will be delivered here to the Ger- 
man embassy. 


It will be transmitted via Rome 


and Vienna and in 
all 
likelihood 


may not be presented to the German 
foreign office before late tomorrow 
because of the time that will be re- 


quired for deciphering it 
by 
the 


American embassy staff in Berlin. 


Although no mention is 
under- 


stood to be made as to the time when 
a reply is expected from the imperial 
government, the belief here is that 
the German foreign office, realizing 
the state of feeling in the 
United 


States, will answer promptly. 


Officials who have seen the note 


made it clear today that it makes no 
specific demand for financial repara- 
tion for the loss of American lives, 
but 
asks 
reparation 
in general 


terms and avoiding any impression 
that the loss of Americans on 
the 


Lusitania could be atoned 
by 
the 


mere payment of cash indemnities. 


Although nearly a week has pass- 


ed since the sinking of the Lusitania. 
messages regarding the disaster Con- 
tinued to arrive at the White Houl 
today from all parts of the 
_ 


Practically all of them expressed con- 
fidence in the president. 


The German embassy issued this 


statement: 


"The German embassy stated to- 


dav that no statement or intimation 
had been given by the embassy or 
any official of the embassy concern- 
ing what response would be made to 
the American note regarding the 
Lusitania. 


"This was brought out hy state- 


ments appearing in the press this 
morning to the effect that officials 
of the German embassy have out- 
lined the position of the 
German 


government towards 
the American 


note regarding the sinking of 
the 


Lusitania and have declared that tho 
replv would be a polite but firm re- 
fusal to cease submarine 
"warfare 


against belligerent merchant ships. 


"It was pointed out that the em- 


bassy itself so far was ignorant of 
the terms of the American note; that 
it had received no instructions what- 
ever from the German government 
regarding the note and finally It was 
declared that no official 
connected 


with the embassy had expressed any 
opinion on the snblect at all." 


President Wilson's note 
to Ger- 


many on the sinking of the Lusitania 
will be given out in Washington this 
even'ng. Secretary Bryan announced 
today that it is between 1200 and 
1500 words long. 


In announcing the decision to pub- 


lish the note tomorrow morning. Sec- 
retary Bryan said he 
expected

could be transmitted to Germany In 
time for delivery to the German for- 
eign office early tomorrow.

Five Hundred Lives Lost 
By Torpedoing of British 
Battleship In Dardanelles 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


London, May 13.—The British bat- 


tleship Goliath has been torpedoed 
in the 'Dardanelles. It is feared 500 
lives have been lost. 


Announcement of the loss of the 


Goliath was made in the house of 
commons this afternoon by Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the 
admiralty. 
While no definite infor- 


mation apparently has been received 
as to the number of lives lost, Mr. 
Churchill said he feared 
it 
would 


reach 500. 


Mr. Churchill, In announcing the 


loss of the Goliath, said: 


"The Goliath was torpedoed last 


night in a torpedo attack by destroy- 
ers while protecting the French flank 
just inside the Straits. 


"Twenty officers and 
160 
men 


ware saved, which I fear means that 
over 500 were lost. 


"The admiral commanding at the 


Dardanelles also telegraphed that the 
submarine R-14, which with so much 
dirinff, penetrated to the 
Sea 
of 


Marmora, has reported 
that 
she 


sank two Turkish gunboats and 
a 


large Turkish transport." 


The Goliath was one of the older 


British battleships of the pre-dread- 
nought type. She was built in 1898, 
Her com pie tern en t was 750 men.

SUCCESSES 


OF FRENCH 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Paris, May 13.—The French war 


office this afternoon issued the fol- 
lowing statement on the progress of 
hostilities: 


"We won -brilliant successes Wed- 


nesday evening and Wednesday night 
to the north of Arras. 


"At Notre Dame De Lorette 
we 


were masters of the fort, as well as 
of the chapel. 


"In 
the 
vast 
quadrilateral of 


trenches and earthworks which is to 
the south of the Chapel 
of 
Notre 


Dame De Lorette we have been sub- 
jected to a very violent counter at- 
tack. 


"A ferocious combat which lasted 


all night developed in this quadri- 
lateral. 
In the morning 
we 
were 


complete masters of the situation, 
having inflicted very heavy losses on 
the enemy. 


"During Wednesday night we also 


took by assault all of the village of 
Careiicy as well as the forest to the 
north of it, Hill No. 125. 
The Ger- 


man garrison stationed in this vil- 
lage and in this lorest 
wood 
was 


composed of one battalion of the 
109th regiment ot" infantry; 
one 


battalion of the 136th regiment ot 
infantry: one battalion of Bavarian 
Chasseurs, 
and 
six companies of 


Pioneers, 300 men 
to a company. 


These forces had made of Carency 
and of Hill No. 125 in the forest a 
position of great strength. 
In spite 


ot 'he fact that their numbers had 
been very much reduced 
by 
their 


losses in killed, wounded and pris- 
oners on previous days, these forces 
during the entire night put up a des- 
perate resistance to our attack deliv- 
ered against a 
maze 
of 
trenches-, 


blockhouses and narrow passages. 


"We broke down this resistance of 


the enemy j.nd at daybreak we were 
in complete mastery of the situation. 
Our troops killed hundreds of Ger- 
mans at the point of the bayonet. We 
made 1050 prisoner*, of whom 
30 


are officers. 
Included in these lat- 


ter is a colonel and tlie commandant 
of the battalion ot Chasseurs. 


"At the southern exit of Souchez 


'our positions were subjected yester- 
day to violent attack on the part of 
rue enemy. Nevertheless, we retain- 
ed them. 


"At Neinille our attacks on 
the 


village itselt and to the north of the 
\illage made perceptible 
progress. 


To the north of Xenville w:e 
took 


possession of trendies several hun- 
dred yards long and we occupied the 
road called the Hiahway Des Cat- 
rieres, which runs, irom Neinille to 
Ghemhy. 
In tlu> \;llage itself we. 


occupied jesterday morning only the 
=outhern portion, the 
enemy 
still 


holding the center and the northern 
part. 
An attack delivered late in 


the afternoon resulted in our occu- 
pying house by house all the central 
portions of the village.

By its preamble the Anglo-Japanese 


treaty of July 13, 1911, declares one of 
the objects of the alliance between 
Great Britain and Japan to be "the 
preservation of the common interests 
of all the powers in China by insuring 
the independence and the integrity of 
the Chinese empire and the principle 
-of equal opportunities for the com- 
merce and industry of all nations in 
China," 


In the Root-Takahira agreement Ja- 


pan makes these same pledges to the 
United States. 


But there are now some who fear 


that the acts of Japan toward China 
do not altogether tally either with the 
spoken explanations of her statesmen 
or her treaty pledges. It is felt that 
she Is. taking advantage of the fact 
that great, helpless, peace loving China 
•lies at her mercy because all the pow- 
ers in Europe are too tied up in de- 
fending themselves to think of defend- 
ing her. 


Japan Uses Diplomacy 


Soon after the Japanese had captured 


Kiaucbau from the Germans Tokyo an- 
nounced that negotiations had been be- 
gun at Peking "to determine the fu- 
ture status of Japanese relations with 
China and to decide certain questions 
concerning the future development ol 
the Chinese republic." Japan notiflec 
the foreign legations, but mentioned 
only eleven of her twenty-one demands 


It had been understood from the 


•wording of the Japanese ultimatum to 
Germany that Japan would restore KI 
auchnu to China. It was then under- 
stood that the Japanese negotiations 
with Peking were merely preliminary 
to the restoration to China of that sec 
tion of Shantung province which had 
been held b\ the Germans. 


But China protested that the de- 


mands mnde upon her Infringed upon 
•her soverelsnty and conflicted with 
treaties existing between her and oth 
er powers. 
When eventually China 


ancceeded in getting the whole test o 
the .lifpanese demands published in ful 
It tvna seen thnt the situation wn 
fraught with the utmost jrrnvity de- 
npite their opening statement thnt they 
*ere "designed to preserve peace In 


the far 
friendly 
tries." 


To understand the situation one must 


go back to the days of the peace con- 
ference at Portsmouth, N. II., which 
ended the Uusso-Japnnese war ten 
years ago. All unknown to President 
Roosevelt Japan then laid the founda- 
tions for the great diplomatic stroke 
which, it is believed, she bad already 
planned to play when Europe Would 
be involved In the great war that K.O- 
tnura already foresaw would come. 


Secret Fact at Portsmouth. 


At Portsmouth Japan and Russia 


came to a secret agreement for the 
recognition and Joint enjoyment of 
each other's "special rights" in Chin*. 
This was Komura's work. The result 
was Japan's gradual expansion in Man- 
churia and eastern Mongolia. Not un- 
til 1908 did the secret arrangement be- 
come known to Washington. Secre- 
ary Root fought against it hi vain, 
nd the following year Secretary Knox 
Iso made' heroic but futile efforts 
gainst it, 
The greater part of the demands now 


made upon China by Japan merely fur- 
her increase the Japanese special In- 
crests in Manchuria and east Mongo- 
ia and extend them to Shantung. , 
As to Shantung, China is asked to 
ransfer to paper nil the rights Ger- 
many had in that province, not to 
make any more leases there to other 
ountries, to open the principal cities 
o trade and to let Japan construct a 
railroad. 


As to Manchuria and Mongolia Chi- 


na is asked to extend the lease of Port 
Arthur and its railroads to ninety-nine 
ears, to let Japanese citizens trade, 
rent and own land and work mines 
nd factories in those provinces. China 
s also to agree to obtain the consent 
of Japan before letting anybody except 
be Japanese build railroads in, make 
cans on, or give advice as to those 
provinces. She is also to give Japan, 
>ut no other foreigners, Joint share in 
:he proposed Hanyehping mine and 
ron foundry company. 


Further, China is to consent not to 


nlienate or lease to any other country 
than Japan any port, harbor or island 
on the Chinese coast 


To all these demands Yuan Shi KaL 


president of the Chinese republic, has 
irnctically consented; but he has re- 
jected those in the already famous 
"Article V," and when its nature be- 
came known in Peking only the great 
influence of Yuan Shi Kai held the 
people in check from demonstrations 
demanding war. 


Demands In Article 5. 


A translation of Article V. follows: 
1. — The Chinese central government 


shall employ influential Japanese as 
advisers in political, financial and mili- 
tary affairs. 


2. — Japanese hospitals, churches and 


schools in the interior of China shall 


granted the right of owning land. 


3. — Inasmuch as the Japanese gov- 


ernment and the Chinese government 
tave had many cases of dispute be- 
:ween Japanese and Chinese police to 
settle, cases which caused no little 
misunderstanding, it is for this reason 
necessary that the police departments 
of important places (in China) shall be 
jointly administered by Japanese and 
Chinese or that the police 'departments 
of these places shall employ numerous 
Japanese, so that they may at the same 
time help to plan for the improvement 
of the Chinese police service. 


4. — China shall purchase from Japan 
fixed amount of munitions of war 


(say 50 per cent or more of what is 
needed by the Chinese government) or 
that there shall be established in China 


Chino-Japanese jointly worked ar- 


senal. Japanese technical experts are 
to bo employed and Japanese material 
to be purchased. 


5. — China agrees to grant to Japan 


the right of constructing a railway con- 
necting Wuchang with Kiukiang and 
Nanchang, another line between Nan- 
chang and Hangchou, and another be- 
tween Nanchang and Chaochou. 


6. — If China needs foreign capital to 


work mines, build railways and con- 
struct harbor works (including dock- 
yard) in the province of Fukien, Japan 
shall be first consulted. 


7.— China agrees that Japanese sub- 


China In temporary chancery on 


account of our temporary inferiority in 
arms.

"She must flrat destroy our national

Any nation that would try to 
destroy us would witness its own de- 
struction after a few decades." 


Japan has in her army a war strength 


of 1,400,000 men, with a total of 7,031,. 
780 available, all trained and among 
the best and most daring fighters the 
world has ever seen. Her war organi- 
zation is at least equal to that of Ger- 
many. Some think it even superior. 
Her navy stands fourth on the list of 
the world's most powerful navies. 


Vast Nation Has No Remedy. 
China has a small peace army, and 


her war strength ia estimated at G80,- 
000 men. But only a portion of the 
army is armed or well trained, and as 
compared with Japan she might al- 
>iost be said to have no army, just as 
she has practically no navy. But in 
available and eventual war strength 
which the giant of peace could put in 
the field, if forced to it and given time, 
China has 41,420,000 able men. 


In her navy Japan has nine new bat- 


tleships, built since the war with Rus- 
sia; thirteen older battleships, five bat- 
tleship cruisers and thirty other cruis- 
ers. 
Against that Immense array of 


force China has but seven second class 
and one third class cruisers. In addi- 
tion, Japah has five gunboats, sixty 
destroyers, thirty-seven torpedo boats 
and fifteen submarines. Against these 
China has two gunboats and ten tor- 
pedo boats. Japan has an active naval 
list of 47,289 officers and men, with 
114,000 men in the reserve. China's 
naval list Is an unknown quantity and 
to any case could take no part to war 
with Japan. 


Count Okuma In his message to the 


American people on April 3 said: 


"When the negotiations are disclosed 


it will be found that Japan has ad- 
hered strictly to the principle of equal 
opportunity." 


But the Japanese premier was not re-

There Is no 
parallel between China and Korea.

For centuries Japan's ambition has 


been held to be to reign supreme in the 
far east "Asia for the Asiatics" is 
the slogan of the most powerful Japa- 
nese secret societies. 


This ambition is as old as the time 


of the Empress Jingo, who nearly 2,000 
years ago attempted to establish the 
supremacy of Japan. Her brilliant vic- 
tories in Korea are still the delight of 
the Japanese schoolboy. Though the 
empress did not succeed to retaining 
her bold on the peninsula, the policy 
was never abandoned. In the sixteenth 
century it was renewed with great 
vigor, when Hideyoshi, the Napoleon 
of Japan, sent a vast army to Korea. 


Through three centuries this ambi- 


tion lay dormant but now it is an ob- 
session with a large part of the island 
people. Japan does not regard her pol- 
icy as in any way n menace to other 
nations. It is the result of her natural 
expansion and she believes it essential 
to the security of her dominions from 
western aggression. 


China of Old Is Gone. 


But the China of today is hardly the 


China that Japan defeated so easily 
in 1895. Within less than a score of 
years China has entered upon a course 
of progress without an equal in the 
history of the world, Japan's magnifi- 
cent record of the past fifty years in- 
cluded. Customs stereotyped by thou- 
sands of years of observance have been 
abandoned. 


The revenues have Increased beyond 


the most sanguine expectations. Sev- 
eral high officials have been convicted 
of graft and have been executed. To 
the surprise of the world in 1014, not- 
withstanding the diminished revenues 
due to the European war and without 
foreign aid. China paid all her obliga- 
tions for foreign loons and Indemnities 
and besides raised a domestic loan of 
$24.000.000, a result which would have 
been an Impossibility in any other pe- 
riod of Chinese history. 


It mny be thnt as friends of the Jap- 


anese claim. Japan merely wishes to do 
for China what under the guidance of 
Henry W. Dcnlson. their Amwlc.in nd 
viser, Japan did for herself. But Deo 
(son wns not forced on Japan,

An exception

peaceful conditions was a Kentish 
town where two German shops were 
looted early in the day. The police 
soon ended the disturbances. 


Anti-German feeling in the Gold- 


thrope mining district in Yorkshire 
led to violent 
scenes 
during the 


night. Revolvers were used and four 
men sustained injuries. 
The police 


had to charge the crowd and had 
great difficulty in keeping the infur- 
iated miners in check. 
' The enthusiasm of the anti-Ger- 
manists was evidenced this 
after- 


noon at Tower Hill when 100 Black- 
coated stock brokers, merchants and 
city men, supported by thousands ol 
the general public, stood in a drench- 
ing rain and wildly cheered speeches 
calling for the internment of Ger- 
mans. 
Ths following resolution was then 


adopted: 
"Thousands of citizens of London 


gathered together at a mass 
meet- 


ing unanimously portest against any 
kith or kin of German, mutilators, 
poisoners and murderers of men 
women and children being any long- 
er allowed to be at lar.ue in the Brit- 
ish islands, and fearing riots, fires 
the spread of disease germs and 
poisoned water, hereby unanimous!} 
demand that the government take 
immediate steps to intern or depor

ized or otherwise." 


This resolution immediately was 


telegraphed to Premier Asquith.

ered a speech in which 
he warned

the people was such that unless the 
cabinet carried out the Demands o 
the resolution the pe.ople would tak 
the law into their jpyfahajids.

the towns of Chanak Kalessi, Maitos 
and Kilid Bahr, now are nothing but 
smoking ruins, are contained in a 
series of belated dispatches dated 
May 5, 8 and 9, received by 
the 


Times from Moudros, on the Island 
of Lemnos. Their destruction is said 
to have been unavoidable, since they 
lay in the direct line of the fleet's 
fire. 


The dispatches state that the forts 


in the Straits gradually are being 
overcome and it is believed a general 
assault is in progress against 
the 


heights of Aohi Baba, the capture of 
which is a necessary preliminary to 
a complete clearance of the Straits.

Rockefeller, the millionaire Standard 
Oil magnate, today won an important 
victory in his fight to prevent the 
collection of taxes on $311,000,000 
in personal property 
by Cuyahoga 


county, when Judge John II. Clarke 
in United States district court here, 
aranted an 
injunction sought 
by 


Rockefeller to restrain the 
collec- 


tion. The taxes sought to be obtain- 
ed amounted to about $1,500,000, 
including a penalty of 50 per cent 
for failure to pay when due.

Rockefeller summer home at Forest
